ZEEVIC membership vacancies are on hold until April, per the Governor’s Appointments Office.

MDOT will start monthly reporting of the number of EVs registered per 1,000 population, as a metric
showing growth of EVs. As of 2/28/2023, Maryland had 10.73 EVs per 1,000 people. According to a
USDOE Report in December 2022, California was 27.55, the median was 5.13, and the U.S. was 8.66.

Federal NEVI Standards & Build/Buy America: Colleen Turner, Michael Baker International (MBI)
A detailed overview of the new Federal NEVI standards, announced by FHWA on Feb 15, was provided
as well as the requirements for Build/Buy America.

e Audience questions about the Electric Vehicle Infrastructure Training Program (EVITP), uptime
requirements, pull through charging stall requirements, grant funding, and the RFP process as it
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relates to Tesla chargers and them being available to non-Tesla owners. Additional questions
about state oversight, compliance and ‘future proofing’.

Federal Program Updates: Leo Sawada, Jacobs

An update was provided regarding several federal programs, including the Charging & Fueling
Infrastructure (CFl) Program, Ride and Drive Electric research development program, and ZEV Freight
Corridors.

e Audience questions about the Community Charging portion of the CFl, collaboration with
Morgan State University research about EV infrastructure focused on equity, and charging
standards for heavy-duty vehicles. New standards are under development such as the Megawatt
Charging System (MCS).

ZEEVIC Legislative Working Group: David Proctor, Sharp & Company on behalf of Kevin Miller, ZEEVIC
Legislative Working Group Chair
The draft version of a ZEEVIC legislation support letter for HB0230/SB0224 (Amended) was presented to
the Council with a request that it be approved to send to bill sponsors. The status of other bills with
bearing on EVs or EV infrastructure was reviewed.

e No objections were made regarding the contents of the letter and it was approved to be signed

and submitted to bill sponsors.

State Agency Updates

MD Department of Environment (MDE) — Tim Shepherd
Reviewed Volkswagen Settlement updates, noting there will be more information to come as
phase three opens later this year.
e The estimated lifetime NOx reductions from the program more than offset the NOx
emissions released from the Volkswagen NOx defeat device.
o« Maedium- and heavy-duty applications and installs have been slower due to new
technology and unforeseen issues. Installations are built with ‘future proofing’ in mind,
such as laying down conduit to accommodate higher charging speeds in the future.

MD Energy Administration (MEA) — Mike Jones
The EVSE Rebate Program was depleted in December, 2022. Current applications are being held
and could be approved pending budget decisions for FY2024.

MD Department of General Services (DGS) — Emily Soontornsaratool

MD is the Lead State for a cooperative procurement opportunity through NASPO for charging
equipment. A video is under development, and an Earth Day event is tentatively scheduled for
April 25,

Public Service Commission (PSC) — Joey Chen
The PSC received BGE’s Electric School Bus Pilot Program filing. A PSC Administrative Meeting is
scheduled for March 15 to review the Utility Semi-Annual EV Pilot Program Progress Reports.
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MD Department of Planning (MDP) — Bihui Xu

MDP’s February Newsletter contained an article about the new EV parking signage standard.
(The article will be forwarded to the ZEEVIC distribution list). MDP reviewed Howard County’s
Comprehensive Plan and provided comments about adding EV infrastructure.

MD Department of Commerce (Commerce) — Patrick Wynn
Patrick Wynn introduced himself as the Commerce Secretary’s designee.
